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INCREASE  IX  FORCE  RECOMMENDED. 

It  will  be  seen,  bv  referring  to  page  5,  that  the  total  number 
of  policemen  (patrolmen)  authorized  by  the  existing  statutes  is, 
including  probation  officers,  655.  This  number,  however,  is  not 
available  for  patrol  duty,  as  will  be  hereinafter  explained. 

The  number  of  patrolmen  in  the  Department  in  1887  ^^'^^ 
575.  In  June,  1888,  when  the  territory  now  comprising  the 
twenty-first  and  twenty-second  wards  was  added  to  the  Board's 
jurisdiction  by  the  Annexation  Act,  the  inadequate  increase  of 
forty-five  policemen  was  authorized  by  the  General  Assembly, 
which,  together  with  the  twenty  probation  officers  which  the 
Board  was  empowered  to  appoint  by  Chapter  303,  Section  2, 
Laws  of  1888,  gave  the  Department  sixty-five  more  policemen, 
while  an  area  of  nearly  sixteen  square  miles  was  added-  to  the  city. . 
So  that  in  1888  there  were  640  patrolmen,  at  which  time  the  popu- 
lation of  Baltimore  was,  as  shown  by  the  census  taken  by  the 
police  in  June  of  that  year,  416,805,  or  a  proportion  of  one  patrol- 
man to  651  people.  In  the  succeeding  ten  years  the  number  of 
inhabitants  has  swelled  to  500,723,  according  to  census  taken  by 
the  police  in  December,  1897,  or  one  patrolman  to  nearly  800, 
which  is  greater  than  the  proportion  obtaining  in  other  cities  of 
similar  or  larger  population  in  this  country  and  Europe. 

The  Legislature  of  1892,  by  Chapter  309,  authorized  the  ap- 
pointment of  fifteen  additional  probation  officers.  Thus  it  will 
be  seen  that  in  the  past  ten  years,  practically,  the  number  of  patrol- 
men has  been  augmented  to  the  extent  of  simply  fifteen  probation 
officers,  whereas  the  population  has  increased  nearly  100,000. 
This  very  material  increase  in  population  has  not,  of  course,  been 
without  a  commensurate  development  in  other  respects.  Very 
many  additional  miles  of  streets,  alleys,  etc.,  have  been  opened, 
and  the  building  industry  has  spread  into  the  outlying  districts 
of  the  city,  so  that  what  were  commons,  and  even  farm  lands  ten 
years  ago,  are  now  thickly  covered  with  residences  and  other  valu- 
able improvements.  The  population  of  the  ''Annex"  alone  has 
increased  in  this  period  of  time  from  35,980  to  61,371,  or  more 
than  70  per  cent.,  and  the  number  of  buildings  therein  since  De- 
cember, 1891,  from  10,448  to  14,715,  or  over  40  per  cent.,  in  six 
years,  and  the  development  is  still  being  actively  pushed.  To 
meet  this  enlarged  responsibility  thus  attaching  to  the  Board,  but 
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fifteen  additional  patrolmen  have  been  authorized  by  the  Legis- 
lature. 

The  total  number  of  patrolmen  in  the  Department,  as  before  stated,  is. .  655 
Of  which  number  there  are  detailed  for  duty  at  Headquarters,  as

This  number  is  divided  into  three  divisions,  A,  B  and  C,  re- 
spectively.

This  number  is  clearly  insufficient  to  properly  patrol  so  large 
and  important  a  city  as  Baltimore  and  discharge  the  exacting 
duties  demanded  in  connection  therewith,  to  leave  out  of  consid- 
eration the  requirements  of  special  duty  which  are  frequently  per- 
plexingly  taxing  with  the  present  force,  necessitating  unustially 
long  hours  of  service  on  the  part  of  the  men,  and  necessarily  leav- 
ing posts  with  meagre  protection.  Particularly  is  this  the  case 
during  registration,  election  times  and  on  other  special  occasions. 
There  being  302  election  precincts  in  the  city,  it  is  readily  seen 
that  the  available  force  is  almost,  if  not  entirelv,  used  on  election 
day  in  and  about  the  polling  places,  if  but  two  policemen  are 
assigned  to  each,  leaving  the  city,  except  at  or  near  these  specific 
localities,  to  look  out  for  itself. 

Baltimore  covers  about  thirty-two  square  miles  of  territory, 
and  has  514.38  miles  of  streets,  alleys,  etc.,  to  be  policed,  and,  ac- 
cording to  census  taken  in  April,  1897,  104,090  buildings  of  all 
descriptions  for  police  surveillance.  It  can  be  easily  understood, 
therefore,  even  if  the  posts  were  uniform  in  size  and  importance, 
what  is  required  of  the  patrolmen  of  the  respective  divisions,  but 
as  is  apparent,  the  posts  in  the  center  or  business  districts  must 
be  smaller  and  the  outlying  ])osts  larger.    Indeed,  some  of  those 
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in  the  ''Annex"  include  so  nuich  territory  that  scarcely  any  police 
protection  can  be  afforded  the  persons  and  property  therein,  and 
valuable  suburban  property  is  left  a  prey  to  the  sneak  thief  and 
''enterprising  burglar,"  who  soon  learn  where  it  is  comparatively 
safe  from  police  interference  to  ply  their  vocation.  Numerotts 
complaints  have  been  made  to  this  Board  by  the  people  of  these 
sections  of  the  little  protection  given  them,  but  the  Board  has 
been  powerless  to  extend  much  relief  with  the  number  of  men 
under  its  control.  Requests  for  better  police  service  have  not, 
however,  come  exclusively  from  those  living  on  the  outskirts,  as 
the  Board  has  received,  within -the  past  few  weeks,  a  large  number 
of  communications  from  business  houses,  etc.,  requesting  that  the 
necessity  for  more  policemen  be  shown  tO'  your  Honorable  Body. 

The  Board  feels  reluctant  to  make  any  recommendation 
which  will  in  any  considerable  degree  increase  the  expenses  of  the 
Department,  still  it  cannot,  with  a  due  sense  of  its  official  account- 
ability, refrain  from  urgently  calling  your  attention  to  the  need  of 
a  greater  number  of  patrolmen,  and  we  respectfully  ask  that  the 
present  law  be  so  amended  as  to  authorize  the  appointment  of  at 
least  300  more  men. 

CHANGES  IN  THE  BOARD. 

At  the  session  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1896,  Mr.  Daniel 
C.  Heddinger  was  elected  to  fill  out  the  balance  of  the  unexpired 
term  of  the  late  Mr.  John  Q.  A.  Robson,  which  will  expire  March 
15,  1901,  Mr.  John  C.  Legg  having  served  as  Police  Commis- 
sioner by  appointment  of  the  Governor  from  December  i,  1894, 
until  March  27,  1896.  Mr.  Heddinger,  on  March  27,  1896,  hav- 
ing duly  qualified  and  filed  the  required  bond  in  the  Superior 
Court  of  Baltimore  City,  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

At  tl:e  same  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  Mr.  W.  W. 
Johnson  was  elected  Police  Commissioner  for  the  term  of  six 
years  from  March  15,  1897,  to  succeed  Mr.  John  Gill,  Jr.,  whose 
term  of  office  expired  on  that  date.  On  March  15,  1897,  Mr. 
Johnson,  having  also  quahfied  and  filed  the  prescribed  bond,  took 
his  seat. 

On  March  16,  1897,  Mr.  Heddinger  was  elected  President  of 
the  Board,  and  Mr.  Johnson,  Treasurer. 
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DETECTR  ES. 

There  is  an  increasing  demand  upon  the  part  of  the  business 
community,  especially  those  engaged  in  the  retail  trade,  for  the 
use  of  detectives  to  patrol  and  give  especial  attention  to  the  locali- 
ties wherein  stores  are  closely  gathered.  During  the  recent  holi- 
days this  plan  was  put  to  trial  so  far  as  the  limited  number  of  de- 
tectives would  safely  permit,  and  it  proved  very  effective  and  satis- 
factory. The  merchants  are  uniformly  appreciative  of  the  service, 
and  a  large  number  of  letters  have  been  received  by  the  Board 
commendatory  of  the  Detective  Department,  in  which  it  is  urged 
that  similar  detailment  of  the  detective  force  be  made  a  perma- 
nent feature  of  the  Police  Department.  This,  of  course,  no  mat- 
ter how  reasonable  may  be  the  request,  is  impracticable  with  our 
present  number  of  detectives,  as  such  an  arrangement  perma- 
nently would  seriously  cripple  that  branch  of  the  service  in  the 
prosecution  of  its  specific  detective  work.  But  the  Department 
might  in  a  great  measure  afford  the  business  community  the  pro- 
tection it  asks  and  needs,  and  we  believe  that  it  would  in  other 
respects  conduce  largely  to  the  more  efficient  discharge  of  police 
work,  if  the  Board  had  authority  to  appoint  one  additional  detec-- 
tive  for  each  police  district  station-house,  he  to  be  under  the 
charge  of  the  Captain  of  the  district.  By  this  means  the  head- 
quarters detective  force  would  be  relieved  of  much  minor  detec- 
tive duty  and  that  office  be  given  wider  scope  in  its  effective  work. 
The  Board  would  then  also  be  able  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  head- 
quarters force  by  the  transfer  or  appointment  of  officers  trained 
by  experience  in  that  particular  kind  of  duty  in  the  respective 
police  districts. 

The  Board,  therefore,  respectfully  recommends  that  the 
authority  hereinbefore  referred  to  be  given  it. 

BONDING  OF  OFFICERS. 

The  practice  of  accepting  individuals  as  sureties  on  the  bonds 
required  to  be  given  by  the  members  of  the  Department  was  some 
time  ago  found  to  be  fraught  with  several  undesirable  features, 
one  of  which  was  that  it  placed  the  officer  under  obligations  to  the 
person  becoming  his  security,  and  which  at  times  detracted  from 
his  efficiency  as  a  policeman.  The  Board,  therefore,  took  up  the 
subject  of  an  arrangement  with  a  bonding  company  to  assume 
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such  risks  upon  a  low  premium  basis.  Accordingly,  on  April  25, 
1896,  bids  were  asked,  the  American  Bonding  &  Trust  Co.  and 
the  Fidelity  &  Deposit  Co.  responding,  whose  proposals  were 
upon  the  terms  of  one-fifth  of  i  per  cent,  and  one-fourth  01  i  per 
cent,  per  annum,  respectively.  The  bid  of  the  American  Boud- 
ing  &  Trust  Co.  was  accepted,  and  contract  entered  with  it  for  a 
period  of  two  years  from  May  i,  1896.  This  plan  of  bonding 
officers  has  proven  in  every  way  satisfactory,  both  to  the  Board 
and  to  the  men. 

NEW  STATION  HOUSE— SOUTHERN  DISTRICT. 

As  mentioned  in  the  Board's  last  report  to  the  General 
Assembly,  the  old  Southern  District  Station-house,  located  on 
the  corner  of  Sharp  and  Montgomery  streets,  had  for  some  years 
been  entirely  inadequate  for  the  necessities  of  that  important  dis- 
trict, this  station-house  having  been  built  over  a  half-century  ago. 
The  need  of  a  new  building  became  so  imperative  shortly  after  the 
making  of  that  report  that  the  Board  determined  to  improve  the 
lot  purchased  by  it  on  August  14,  1895,  as  referred  to  in  said 
report 

Plans  were  drawn  up  by  Mr.  Jackson  C.  Gott,  architect,  for 
a  new  station-house  in  keeping  with  advanced  ideas  on  the  sub- 
ject of  prison  buildings,  and  on  July  7,  1896,  proposals  for  the 
erection  of  same  in  accordance  with  specifications  were  invited  by 
advertisement  inserted  in  the  daily  papers  of  Baltimore  city.

After  satisfying  itself  by  careful  investigatiou  as  to  the  capa- 
bility and  responsibility  of  Messrs.  C.  Sheehan  &  Son  as  builders, 
the  bid  of  that  firm  was  accepted,  they  being  the  lowest  bidder. 
On  July  24,  1896,  the  Board  entered  into  a  contract  with  Messrs. 
C.  Sheehan  &  Son  for  the  erection  of  the  building,  said  contractors 
having  given  bond  with  surety  for  the  full  amount  of  contract  for 
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the  faithful  performance  of  the  agreement.  On  January  29,  1897, 
the  new  station-house  was  formaUy  turned  over  to  the  Board  as 
completed  and  ready  for  occupancy,  and  the  force  of  the  Southern 
District  moved  into  the  same  on  the  morning  of  February  i,  1897. 

The  new  Southern  District  station-house  is  Romanesque  in 
style  of  architecture,  and  while  thoroughly  and  substantially 
built  and  completely  equipped  with  points  of  vantage  as  suggested 
by  experience  in  the  erection  of  such  buildings,  it  is  ornamental 
as  well,  and  quite  an  addition  to  the  neighborhood  in  which  it 
stands. 

It  is  located  on  the  northeast  corner  of  Ostend  and  Patapsco 
streets,  fronting  fifty  feet  on  the  former  and  running  back  107  feet  on 
Patapsco  street. 

The  cost  of  same,  including  cell  work,  heating  apparatus, 
plumbing,  gas-fitting,  furniture,  etc.,  was  $39,354-75. 

CENSUS  OF  VOTERS. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  17,  Chapter  202, 
Laws  of  1896,  the  Board  caused,  in  September,  1896,  and  again 
in  September,  1897,  a  census  to  be  taken  by  the  police  of  the  legal 
voters  resident  in  each  precinct  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and 
copies  thereof  for  their  precinct  were  furnished  to  each  Board  of 
Registry,  as  required  by  .said  section.  Statements  of  the  results 
of  those  enumerations  will  be  found  herein,  marked  No.s.  35 
and  36. 

POPULATION  OF  BALTIMORE  CITY. 

At  the  request,  under  date  of  December  3,  1897,  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  of  Election  of  Baltimore  City,  who  desired  the 
information  for  the  purpose  of  showing-  the  existing  inequalities 
in  the  population  of  the  various  wards  of  Baltimore,  this  Board 
directed  that  a  census  be  taken  by  the  police  of  the  entire  popula- 
tion of  the  city.  This  census  was  finished  about  December  20, 
1897,  and  shows:

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CENSUS  OF  BUILDINGS. 

It  was  deemed  desirable,  for  statistical  purposes,  in  April, 
1897,  to  ascertain  the  number  of  buildings  of  all  kinds,  occupied, 
vacant,  with  and  without  water,  etc.,  in  the  city  of  Baltimore.  A 
census  was  accordingly  taken  in  that  month  by  the  police.  A 
table  is  herewith  presented  showing  the  result  of  that  census,  in 
detail,  marked  No.  30.

It  will  be  observed  from  the  above  that  while  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  buildings  in  the  first  twenty  wards  from  1891  to 
1897  has  been  about  6  per  cent.,  the  increase  in  the  twenty-first 
and  twenty-second  wards  has  been  over  40  per  cent.  The  in- 
crease in  the  total  number  for  the  entire  city  has  been  a  little  more 
than  9  per  cent. 

LIQL^OR  LICENSE  LAW. 

That  the  salutary  effect  of  the  operation  of  the  liquor  license 
law  passed  by  the  General  Assembly  of  1890  is  still  felt  in  this 
community  is  again  verified  by  the  marked  decrease  in  the  num- 
ber of  arrests  for  offences  the  cause  leading  to  which  is  more 
directly  traceable  to  drink.  In  the  Board's  last  report  attention 
was  called  to  the  fact  that  the  number  of  arrests  for  drunkenness 
and  disorderly  conduct  had  been  1,113  ^^ss  in  1894  and  1895  than 
in  the  two  preceding  years.  The  report  of  the  Marshal  of  Police, 
hereto  appended,  shows  that  during  1896  and  1897  the  number  of 
arrests  for  such  offences  was  29,686,  as  against  33,507  for  1894 
and  1895,  or  ^  decrease  of  3,821,  over  11  per  cent.,  and  this  despite 
the  increase  in  the  population  of  the  city. 

While  it  is  apparent  that  the  liquor  license  law  as  referred  to 
has  produced  results  svidely  beneficial,  still  it  could,  in  our  judg- 
ment, be  so  amended  as  .to  be  more  comprehensive  and  less  sus- 


ceptible  of  violations,  and  the  violators  detected  and  punished 
without  the  grave  difficulties  now  encountered  under  the  law  as 
it  at  present  stands.  To  this  end  this  Board,  therefore,  feels  it  its 
duty  to  repeat  herein  some  of  the  recommendations  which  it  pre- 
sented to  the  General  Assembly  at  its  last  session,  and  which  are 
as  follows: 

That  the  law  be  so  amended  as  to  require  screens  to  be  re- 
moved from  the  windows  of  licensed  premises  during  Sundays, 
election  days  and  the  prohibited  hours;  also  that  a  light  be  kept 
burning  after  dark  on  Sundays,  election  days  and  between  the 
hours  of  12  o'clock  midnight  and  5  o'clock  A.  M.,-  on  ordinary 
week  days.  This  w^ould  af¥ord  an  opportunity  for  not  only  the 
officers  of  this  Department,  but  for  citizens  passing  such  places  to 
discover  whether  or  not  the  law  is  being  violated. 

CLUBS  AT  WHICH  LIQUORS  ARE  SOLD. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing  the  Board  desires  to  invite 
your  attention  to  the  growing  evil  of  the  sale  of  liquors  at  the 
so-called  Social  Clubs  without  a  State  license.  There  are  in  the 
city  of  Baltimore  1 10  clubs  at  which  intoxicating  liquors  are  sold, 
and  while  some  are  organized  and  incorporated  for  specific  and 
legitimate  purposes,  a  large  majority  of  this  number  are  associa- 
tions incorporated  with  a  view  of  evading  the  liquor  license  law 
in  its  license  requirements  and  other  provisions,  and  in  many 
instances  these  pseudo  clubs  are  practically  owned  and  conducted 
by  individuals,  and  in  some  cases  we  believe  by  persons  to  whom 
the  granting  of  licenses  to  sell  liquor  regularly  have  been  refused 
l)y  the  Board  of  Liquor  License  Commissioners.  A  nominal 
initiation  fee  and  small  dues  only  are  exacted  for  membership  into 
these  "fake"  clubs,  and  persons  (oftimes  minors,  doubtless,)  are 
thus  enabled  to  procure  liquor  on  Sundays  and  during  the  pro- 
hibited hours.  They  are  not  only  injurious  to  the  well-being  of  our 
cit}'  and  its  youths,  but  they  come  into  competition  with  and  ope- 
rate to  the  great  disadvantage  of  the  law-a])iding  liquor  licensed 
dealer. 

We  therefore  respectfully  recommend  that  some  legislation 
be  enacted  which  will  require  that  all  clubs  desiring  to  sell  liquors 
to  its  members  shall  pay  a  reasonable  license  fee,  or  some  other 
rec|uiremeiits  be  imposed  which  will  confine  the  incorporation  of 
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such  associations  to  tliose  wiiosc  purposes  are  other  than  the 
evasion  of  the  liquor  license  law,  and  at  the  same  time  protect  the 
regularly  licensed  dealer  from  such  unjust  competition. 

REPORTS  AND  STATISTICS. 

Attention  is  respectfully  invited  to  the  accompanying  reports 
submitted  by  the  Treasurer,  the  Marshal,  the  Secretary,  the 
PoHce  Physicians  and  the  Coroners,  which  show  the  operations 
of  the  Department  during  the  past  two  years,  and  contain  infor- 
mation and  statistics  of  a  varied  character.

REPORT. 


Baltimore,  January  i,  1898. 
To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  : 

Gentlemen  : — We  herewith  respectfully  present  a  report  of  the 
work  performed  by  us,  individually  and  collectively,  during  the 
years  1896  and  1897.  It  consists  first  of  two  tabulated  statements, 
the  former  being  an  alphabetical  arrangement  of  the  diseases  and 
injuries  from  which  the  members  of  the  department  suffered.  The 
number  of  cases  of  each  disease  and  injury,  the  time  lost  from 
service  in  consequence  thereof,  with  the  final  disposition  of  each 
case.  The  latter  shows  by  grades  the  number  of  cases  of  illness 
or  injury,  the  time  lost  therefrom,  and  final  disposition. 

It  will  be  seen  from  these  tables  how  relatively  frequent  are  a  few 
diseases,  such  as  rheumatism,  malaria  and  bronchitis,  which  are 
directly  attributable  to  the  exposure  incident  to  the  duties  of  a 
policeman.  Our  report  also  shows  the  number  of  surveys  held  by 
us  upon  those  supposed  to  be  incapacitated  for  duty  by  perma- 
nent disability,  and  the  results  of  our  physical  examination  of 
applicants  for  appointment.  In  summing  up  our  work  we  have 
made  statements  showing  the  average  daily  number  of  sick  and 
injured  for  the  entire  force,  total  number  of  men  reported  incapa- 
ciated,  and  total  days  lost  from  service  in  consequence  of  such 
incapacity.  In  closing,  we  would  respectfully  remind  the  Board 
that  the  large  number  of  old  men  in  the  department  during  the 
period  covered  by  this  report,  is  responsible  to  a  large  extent  for 
the  great  amount  of  time  lost  by  illness.
